(¢) INITIAL REPORT.—Not later than June 30, 2024,
the Secretary shall submit to the Committees on Armed
Services of the Senate and House of Representatives a re-
port on establishment of a waiver under this section.

(d) FiNxAL REPORT.—Not later than June 30, 2025,

  5__. Enlistment waiver for an individual with a history of cannabis use
  (a) In general Not later than 90 days after the date of the enactment of this Act, the Secretary of Defense shall prescribe regulations that authorize the granting of an enlistment waiver to a person with a history of cannabis use.
  (b) Rule of construction An individual with a conviction for a cannabis offense shall not be eligible for a waiver under this section.
  (c) Initial report Not later than June 30, 2024, the Secretary shall submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the Senate and House of Representatives a report on establishment of a waiver under this section.
  (d) Final report Not later than June 30, 2025, the Secretary shall submit to the Committees on Armed Services of the Senate and House of Representatives a report on the effects of waivers granted under this section.
